MINUTES OF TOWN MEETING 
LINCOLN, N. H. 


The Town Meeting was held in the Lin-Wood High 
School Auditorium in Lincoln on Tuesday, March 9, 
1965. 


The meeting was called to order by Moderator 
James Maguire at 9:00 A. M. 


Before the start of the meeting the following rules 
were read and it was stated that they would be en- 
forced. 


1. Personalities brought into discussion will not be 
tolerated or allowed. 


2. No discussion will be allowed on any article until 
the article has been acted upon by a motion and 
seconded. 


3. Everyone who wishes to speak shall announce if 
they are speaking for or against the motion. 
They shall be allowed to speak five (5) minutes 
on the motion at a time, and nobody will be al- 
lowed to speak the second time until everyone 
who wishes to speak has spoken once. 


4. No one shall speak over twice on a motion unless 
otherwise so voted from the floor. 


5. All motions or amendments shall be presented 
in writing or stated clearly so that the Clerk 
may be able to transcribe it and read it back to 
the body. 


6. All discussions should be subject matter on the 

article being presented. 

Any person refusing to abide by the above rules 
will be out of order and if after due warning they re- 
fuse to follow the above rules, they shall be put in 
custody of the Police upon request of the Moderator. 

The Town Warrant was read by Moderator James 
Maguire. 
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The following articles were acted upon: 


ARTICLE 1: To choose all necessary Town Officers 
for the ensuing year. 


Motion by James MacDonald and seconded by 
George McGee to pass over the article and take up the 
voting. 


A vote in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 2: To raise such sums of money as may 
be necessary to defray Town Charges for the ensuing 
year and make appropriations of the same. 


Henry Waldo stated that the Budget Committee re- 
commended that the sum of $7,100 be raised and ap- 
propriated. 


Motion by James MacDonald and seconded by 
George McGee to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$7,100. 


ARTICLE 3: How much money will be raised for 
the Police Department 


Henry Waldo stated that the Budget Committee re- 
commended that the sum of $7,000.00 be raised and 
that an additional $500 be raised to be used in acquir- 
ing radio equipment. 


Motion by George McGee and seconded by Robert 
Russell that the sum of $7,500 be raised and appro- 
priated. 


A vote in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 4: How much money will be raised for 
the Fire Department? 


Henry Waldo stated that the Budget Committee re- 
commended that the sum of $3,500 be raised and ap- 
propriated. 


Motion by Kenneth McInnis and seconded by 
George McGee that the sum of $3,500 be raised and 
appropriated. 


A vote in the affirmative. 
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The following resolution was offered by George 
Hooker : 


RESOLVED, that a vote of appreciation be given 
to Fire Chief Kenneth McInnis and the members of 
the Lincoln Fire Department for their action in secur- 
ing and converting a fire tank truck at minimal cost 
to the town of Lincoln. 


Motion by James MacDonald and seconded by 
George McGee to accept the resolution. 


A standing vote in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 5: How much money will be raised for 
the Public Health Department. 

Henry Waldo stated that the Budget Committee 
recommended that the sum of $4,650 be raised and 
appropriated. 

Motion by Edward Clark and seconded by Les Sar- 
gent that the sum of $4,650 be raised and appropri- 
ated. 


A vote in the affirmative. 
ARTICLE 6: How much money will be raised for 
Town Maintenance. 


Henry Waldo stated that the Budget Committee re- 
commended that the sum of $18,000 be raised and ap- 
propriated. 

Motion by George McGee and seconded by James 
MacDonald that the sum of $18,000 be raised and 
appropriated. 


A vote in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 7: How much money will be raised for 
Street Lighting.

ARTICLE 30: To see what action the Town will 
take in creating a Lincoln Housing Authority. 


George McGee offered the following resolution and 
moved its adoption: I move that the Selectmen be au- 
thorized to create a Lincoln Housing Authority. Sec- 
onded by James MacDonald. 


A vote in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 31: To see if the Town will vote to raise 
the sum of $1,200 for the Lincoln Opera House. 


Motion by Kenneth Stewart and seconded by Mur- 
dock Mayhew that the sum of $1,200 be raised and 
appropriated. 


A vote in the affirmative. 


Motion by Les Sargent and seconded by Henry 
Waldo to pass over Articles 31, 32 and 33 at this time 
and take up Article 34. 


A vote in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 34: To see if the voters will abolish the 
Lincoln Municipal Court; the said Court having been 
established under Revised Statutes Annotated Chap- 
ter 502, Section 2, and therefore not being compulsory 
to have the court as required by Chapter 502, Section 
1, and therefore the voters having the right to abolish 
said Court by vote in accordance with Chapter 502, 
Section 4, at any annual or special town meeting. 
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Motion by Robert Welch and seconded by Henry 
Strickland to abolish the Lincoln Municipal Court. 


Motion by Henry Waldo and seconded by Les Sar- 
gent to postpone any further consideration on this ar- 
ticle indefinitely. 


Vote on the motion to postpone indefinitely : 
Yes—98 No—17 


ARTICLE 32: To see if the Town will vote to raise 
the sum of $3,000 for use of the Local Development 
Corporation that will be formed for specific purposes. 


The following resolution was offered by George Mc- 
Gee and seconded by Robert Russell. 


RESOLVED, that not to exceed the sum of three 
thousand dollars may be expended under the order or 
orders of the Selectmen for the use of the Linwood 
Development Corporation for the sole purpose of such 
temporary repairs or maintenance of the former Lin- 
coln High School building as may be necessary until 
the next ensuing annual Town Meeting. In order to 
carry out the purposes of this Article, the Selectmen 
are empowered to convey said building to said Cor- 
poration for such use as its charter may specify. Such 
orders shall be issued only upon application of the 
authorized officer of said Corporation, stating speci- 
fically the purpose of the expenditure and the esti- 
mate of its cost. 


A vote in the affirmative on the resolution. 
A vote in the affirmative on the article. 


ARTICLE 33: To see if the Town will vote to pur- 
chase a new truck at a cost of not to exceed $10,000. 
Of this amount $4,000 to be used from our Capital 
Reserve Fund, $3,000 from Surplus, and $3,000 to be 
raised by taxes. 

Motion by George McGee and seconded by Henry 
Waldo that the sum of $10,000 be raised and appro- 
priated for this purpose and that the Selectmen be au- 
thorized to bid this item through the State Purchasing 
Department.

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TOWN OF LINCOCLN 
MINUTES OF SPECIAL TOWN MEETING 


Meeting was called to order by Moderator James 
Maguire at 7:05 p. m., following which he made the 
following announcement: “The Budget Committee 
unanimously accepted and passed on Article 2 as in 
the Town Warrant, namely 


‘To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate the sum of Four Million Dollars ($4,000,000.00) 
for the purpose of financing and constructing a mu- 
nicipal sewage and industrial waste disposal and/or 
treatment system, including sewerage, interceptors, 
pumping stations, treatment works, and such other 
related facilities inclusive of land acquisition, ease- 
ments and rights of way as are required, such sum 
to be raised by the issuance of serial bonds or notes 
not exceeding the sum of Two Million Dollars ($2,- 
000,000.00) under and in compliance with the pro- 
visions of New Hampshire Statutes Annotated Chap- 
ter 33, and all amendments thereto, (Municipal Fi- 
nance Act) and to authorize the Selectmen to issue 
or negotiate such bonds or notes and determine the 
rate of interest thereon and to make such other acts 
as may be necessary to effect the issuance, negotia- 
tions, sale and delivery of such bonds or notes as shall 
be in the best interests of the Town of Lincoln and 
pass any vote relating thereto’.”’ 


After the reading of the Town Warrant Mr. Ma- 
guire called on Mr. George McGee who moved that 
Article 1 be adopted as advertised in the Warrant, 
seconded by James MacDonald. Motion passed. 


It was moved by Kenneth Stewart that “Article 2, 
as it Is advertised in the Warrant for the call of this 
1 Ane d be adopted.” This was seconded by Ralph 

oley. 


Mr. George McGee then reviewed the situation, 
stating that the necessity for cleanup was brought 
to the attention of the Town of Lincoln by himself in 
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1959, at which time a preliminary plan was estab- 
lished. Lagooning was suggested as a possible means 
of overcoming the problem, but was rejected on the 
grounds of infeasibility. Incineration was the next 
suggestion. Up to this time no legislation had been 
passed to assist in the solution to the problem. 


The Town of Lincoln was the first to apply in 1963 
tor APW assistance. It was estimated that the Bab- 
cock Wilcox system, the only system which could be 
used, would cost approximately $3,000,000.00 


The first step is to offer bids for the first phase 
which is known as the incinerator. The rest of the 
facility will then be built around it. 


The owners of the Franconia Paper Corporation 
are faced with the problem of having to make one of 
the following three choices: 

1) To operate with the same production as in 1949; 

2) Can go to treatment; 

3) Can phase out. 

In the latter circumstances, adoption of the system 
would be up to the Town of Lincoln. 


The question was raised by Mr. Houle as to whether 
sewerage would be installed along the Daniel Webster 
Highway. Mr. McGee’s answer was in the affirmative. 


Estimated cost of the System is $3,764,000.00 


Anticipated State Aid 1,385,000.00 
Federal Aid , 1,882,000.00 
Town of Lincoln 496,000.00 


The above includes industrial waste treatment. 


A reduction in cost for treatment of sewerage can 
be effected by charging the State of New Hampshire 
for treatment of sewerage when they tie into this sys- 
tem for the Flume. 


In answer to a question from the floor, Mr. McGee 
stated that Federal Aid is presently available. This 
would be in the form of a grant. State Aid is an aid 
program. Bonds are issued for this, whereas only 
short-term notes are issued for Federal assistance. 
Bonds will be computed at an interest rate of 314%. 
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An article in the Town Warrant two years ago pro- 
vided for the purchase of 25 acres at a cost of $2,000 
to be used as a site for pumping station. 


A ten-year amortization plan was recommended, 
with an agreement between the Town of Lincoln and 
Franconia Paper Corporation to the effect that the 
mill would pay for maintenance and interest. 


Before the Town of Lincoln can make applica- 
tion to the State and Federal Governments for assist- 
ance on this program, it must 

1) Own the land on which the facility is to be built; 

2) Obtain a lease for operation of facility and guar- 
antee of payments; 

3) Receive from Franconia Paper Corporation a 
guarantee to maintain and operate the facility 
in agreement with the requirements of the State 
and the Selectmen of the Town of Lincoln. 


The total cost of the system would be amortized 
over a twenty-year period. Payments for the first year 
would amount to $15,494, plus $10,000 for operation 
and maintenance. Payments by the end of the 20-year 
period would have been reduced to $9,696 plus opera- 
tion and maintenance. 


If the program is embarked upon, assessed valua- 
tion in the Town would have to run to $100,000 with 
a tax rate of $86.00. After the first year, the tax rate 
would revert to its present figure. 


It was moved (out of order) by Mr. Foley that the 
plant be named the George McGee Pollution Plant. 


Once the program is accepted, fifty percent of the 
work must be completed one year after acceptance 
and totally completed within eighteen months. 


Connection to the system by property owner would 
be at his own expense. 


Following Mr. McGee’s remarks and a call for ques- 


tions, the vote was read by the Moderator and the 
balloting proceeded. 


Motion was duly made and seconded that a recess 
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be called to permit counting of the ballots. The fol- 
lowing result of the balloting was read by Mr. Ma- 
guire.

Mr. Maguire then read Article 3 as published in the 
Town Warrant: “To see, in the event of favorable 
action with reference to Paragraphs 1 and 2 above 
if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
proceed as outlined in said paragraph only in the case 
that the Town is assured of receiving grant funds for 
all eligible work in accordance with the following 
formula: 50% of the eligible costs to be paid by the 
Federal Government; 40% of the eligible costs to be 
paid by the State of New Hampshire; and the remain- 
ing cost to be borne by the Town of Lincoln.” 


Upon motion made by George McGee, seconded by 
Mary Marden, it was VOTED that Article 3 be adopt- 
ed as read. 


A statement was then made by Mr. Clark, in behalf 
of the Franconia Paper Corporation, to the effect that 
the Corporation is in back of the Board of Selectmen 
in this project 100%. 


Upon motion duly made and seconded, it was 
VOTED to adjourn. Meeting was adjourned at 8:30 
p. m.

Total house calls in the area—1,045. This number 
consisted of the following types: Communicable dis- 
eases and suspects, 60; Medical and injury cases, 289; 
Chronically ill, 250; New mothers, 15; Infants under 
one month, 33; over one month and preschoolers, 28; 
Crippled Children’s services, 33; unclassified visits, 
i. e. Welfare and Social Service visits, 340; Confer- 
ences with Preschoolers to diagnostic Clinics, 3; un- 
der therapy, 2. 


Through the Bureau of Dental Health Services, 
a clinic for pre-school children was conducted. At 
these Clinics a Dental Hygienist inspects and cleans 
the teeth, then an application of fluorine is applied, 
fluorine being an agent which helps in the prevention 
of tooth decay in this age group. The hygienist in- 
structs the mothers as to the care of the teeth. Thirty- 
eight preschoolers attended. Conferences with case 
workers from state and county welfare departments, 
26 and professional meetings attended, 4. 


Visits to schools in the District, 268. Athletic 
physicals were done on all students of the senior and 
junior high school by Dr. Ralph Parker of Franconia. 
Nurses examinations were carried out in the elemen- 
tary grades. The Heaf Test for the detection of T. B. 
was given to the students in grades one and four in 
the elementary schools, grade 8 in’the junior high 
and grade eleven in the senior high. Chest X-rays 
were taken if the results of this test required such. 
Several attended a chest clinic which was being held 
in Plymouth at this time. These programs are car- 
ried out through the N. H. T. B. Health Association. 


This year the School Health Services of the N. H. 
State Department, of Health, recommended booster 
shots against Tetanus and Diphtheria. This was for 
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grades one and four in the elementary schools, and 
grade 8 in the junior high school and grade twelve in 
the high school. 


Our Christmas Program was again this year, sub- 
stantially aided by all of the organizations in town, 
students in the junior and senior high school, the Lit- 
tleton Lodge of Elks, The Sisters of the Atonement. 
The high school home economics classes did a fine 
piece of work by cooking and donating cakes and 
cookies. For this cooperation and all help during the 
year, we express our thanks.

Most of us who live in New Hampshire and the 
thousands of vacationists who visit us every year 
love the State for the variegated woodlands that en- 
circle our clean lakes and clothe the hills and moun- 
tains. Most of us appreciate these values, but still 
there are enough careless: people among us to cause 
over 880 grass and woodland fires to start in 1965. 
True this was a much dryer than normal year but 
this should have meant the use of extra care. Fortu- 
nately the fire fighting forces have held the line 
against such careless acts. It is up to each one of us 
to be ever mindful that a spark or flame is a poten- 
tial fire. 


WE MUST ALL BE CAREFUL: 
1. To teach our children the danger in lighting 
matches. 
2. To never discard lighted smoking material from 
a car or while walking through fields or woods. 
3. To safely dispose of rubbish, preferably at the 
town dump.

AUDIT PROCEDURE 


The accounts and records of all town officials 
charged with the custody, receipt and disbursement 
of public funds were examined and audited. Vouchers 
and cancelled checks were compared with supporting 
invoices and payrolls as well as entries in the books of 
record. Receipts were checked by source insofar as 
possible and totals of receipts and expenditures veri- 
fied. Book balances were verified by comparison with 
reconciled bank balances made from statements ob- 
tained from depository banks. Verification of uncol- 
lected taxes was made by mailing notices to delin- 
quent taxpayers as indicated by the Collector’s re- 
cords. The amounts of uncollected and unredeemed 
taxes as indicated in this report are therefore subject 
to any changes which may be necessitated by the re- 
turn of verification notices. 


GENERAL COMMENTS

The current surplus (excess of total assets over 
current liabilities) decreased by $7,557.31, from $16,- 
811.78 to $9,254.47 in 1965, as shown herewith

Tax Sales: 


The Tax Collector should advertise and sell all real 
estate upon which there are delinquent taxes prior to 
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one year from October 1st following the date of as- 
sessment. No property upon which there are delin- 
quent taxes should be withheld from the sale, regard- 
less of whether the whole amount of the tax or an un- 
paid balance is due. The tax sale should be held no 
later than September 30th as the town’s prior lien 
expires on that date. 


Conclusion: 


The provisions of Chapter 184 of the Laws of 1955, 
require that this report or the summary of findings 
and recommendations (letter of transmittal shall be 
published in the next annual report of the Town. 

We extend our thanks to the officials of the Town 
of Lincoln for their assistance during the course of 
the audit.
